«“ THE veffel was much damaged, on our ma- 
king land ; and I feared it would with difficulty 
be got of. They exerced themifelves, however; 
and were expert in effecting the neceflary repara- 
tions, with the affiftance of my other men. The 
place where we landed was wild and inhofpitable- 
There was not the fmallef appearance of cultiva- 
tion; and, in excurfions of {ome miles, not a fin- 
gle inhabitant was to befeen. Freth water, how- 
ever, was obtained; and we fhot a few wild fowl 
in the woods, which afforded an agreeable change 
of food. We fill feared to venture far into thele 
thick receffes, from whence we every night heard 
the hideous howlings of wild beafts, whofe ap- 
proach feems to have been prevented by the large 
fires which we continually kept upon fhore. At 
leagth, every thing being ready, and the ra 
fairly afloat, it was agreed that we fhould weig 
anchor with the firit favorable breeze. In the 
mean time, having taking my fowling-piece, | 
went out, attended only by one of my Irith fea- 
man, for the diverfion of thooting a few hours. 
‘This man, I had obferved, feemed peculiarly dilli- 

ent, obliging, and ingenious : and while J felt 
omething repulfive in the charaters of his com- 
fences, I found myfelf greatly attached to him. 

aving met with little fport—as the unufual 
noife of our guns, and the fight of our frequent 
fires, had probably driven the birds away—we 
ftrayed much farther in purfuit of them than we 
had ever before penetrated ; and it was not with- 
out fome difficulty that we traced our way back. 
Alas ! what was the horror of my fituation, to 
find, on our approach, that‘I had only arrived 
time enough jult to perceive the mifcreants carry- 
ing off my fhip, under a prefs of fail which muft 
fon bear them entirely out of fight ! 

‘From the fhock of this fpectacle, and the 
fenfe of my own fituation, I was almoft inftanta- 
neoufly delivered on beholding my faithful com- 
panion in a ftate of defperation, fuddenly put the 
mouth of his loaded gun to his ear without ut- 
tering a word, and itooping at the fame time to 
draw the fatal trigger which muft have fhattered 
the poor fellow’s head to pieces. I rufhed for- 
ward, beat it down ina moment, and aked-him 
the unneceffary queition of what he was doing ? 
He replied not ; for both his mentle and cor 
faculties had now completely forfaken him, and 
he fell tenfelefs at my feet. It was long before he 
recovered ; and what I felt during the interval, 
1s not to be conceived. ‘The lofs of fhy hip; the 
dreadful feparation from my country, from my 
caughter ; all, all was ablorbed, inmy with to 
fave from perifhing the jole human being | 
could now behold! ‘This biefling was granted 
Mme; and a bleiliag, indeed, he proved? Never 
did a more faithful heart jnhabit the bofom of 
Man, than that which he poffedied ; and which at 
length burit for :he fafferings of his friend, I wil!

tion. Nor did he deny, that he had himfelf been | 


found guilty as their accomplice, and that he | 
had efcaped with them; though he protefted 
that he had never committed the fmalleit feloni- 
ous act, and was, when apprehended quite acci- 
dently drinking with the party, merely from ob- 
ferving that two of them Were his countrymen, 
neither of whom ke had ever before beheld, and 
was of courfe wholly unacquainted with their 
way of life. The myrmidons of juftice, however, 
found him in their company, and they were all 
tried and convited together.

“ « The villains, bad as they were, had left us 
a {mall boat on the thore, with a few bottles of 
wine ane arrack, a {mall quantity of the thip pro- 
vifion, fome ammunition, and a variety of fuch 
other neceffaries as might ferve to fhew they did 
not quite with us to periftt. I reflect, even now, 
with aftonifhment, how fpeedily we were recon- 
ciled to our forlorn fituation. 1 comforted my 
companion, with affurances that I imputed not to 
him the finalleit blame; hnd the effufions of his 
gratitude pave me inconceivable pleafure. We 
dreffed part of what we had killed ; and, notwith- 
fanding all the fatigue, and al! the mifery, which 
we had experienced, we made a very hearty meal. 
Thoughts too agonizing to fuftain, would occa- 
fionally arife in my mind; but they were inftanc- 
ly banithed by the fuggeition of hope, which fill 
foothes the bofom of the wretched. 

«ic would be tedious to dwell on all the parti- 
culars of our fatigues, diflrefs, and difficulties, 
during a progrefs of fome months along the coatt. 
Whole days were employed in bailing out the 
water which flowed over us, and threatened to 
fink the boat. For feveral weeks, our clothes 
were never dry; and, occafionally, we had vio- 
lent ftorms to encounter, in which togfents of 
rain poured furioufly down, and united with the 
mountainous waves to overwhelm us, while vivid 
flathes of the moft terrific lightning almof incef- 
fantly darted their lambent flames around, and 
thunderings inconceivably tremendous feemed 
awfully to ahnounce the dreadful deftiny that 
awaited us. It was with infinite difficulty that we 
faved from total defiruction the {mall ftock of pro- 
vifion that had been allotted us by the cruel vil- 
lains; the whole of which we were under the 
neceflity of cramming, with our ammunition, in- 








toa dmall cheR which they had happily left. 
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Thefe hurricanes were fucceeded by intollerable 
heats, which rendered it difficult to labor at the 
oar, when there was not fufficient wind to fill the 
miferable little fail which we were enabied to 
hoift. Often, when we would have landed, ei- 
ther the prodigious farfs made it too hazardous, 
ora rocky fhore quite impracticable. Mary, and 
miferable, were the nights and days which we 
thus pafled! fleeping, alternately, for a thort 
fpace; and cheering each other, when awake, 
with thofe animating hopes which {carcely furviv- 
ed inthe bofom of either. Mere and there we 
difcovered a fimall fterile iland, which we might 
have reached; but, as there was evidently nei- 
ther food nor water to be obtained, our flock of 
which was now nearly exhaulted, we were not in- 
clined to delay the fearch of a more promifing 
fituation. 

«* Ac length, with the dawn ofa beautiful morn- 
ings our eyes were delighted by the appearance 
of a {pot peculiarly inviting. A fimall cove pre- 
fented i:felf, inco which we ran with perfedt fafee 
ty; and, to prevent accidents, drew the boat on 
fhore. The country was delightful! To us, it 
was doubly fo; for the prefence of the human 
hand was manifeft, in occafional corre@tions of 
the wild exuberances of nature which enriched 
the diftant {cenery. No habitation was, howev- 
er, vifible; and we had hitherto not beheld a fin- 
gic human being fince we were abandoned by 
thofe who fo little deferved the name, The de- 
fire that we had to fee ** the human face divine,’” 
is inconceivable; yet there was reafon to dread 
that we fhould be far more likely to mect with 
enemies than with friends, in thefe favage and 
inhofpitable regions. We could have eafily thot 
afew wild fowl, which promiled to be excellent 
food; and, it may be fuppofed, we were not 
without the temptation of hunger: but, having 
recently efcaped from fo many perils of my own 
life, I could not bring my foftened mind to take 
away their’s. Yet, with the ee 
confiftency of man, on nay as we {oon after- 
wards did, fome fine large oyiters adhering to the 
rocks, | very eagerly joined in opening them as 
they lay, with my pocket-knife, and greedily and 
unfeelingly fwallowed no incqmfiderable number 
of the living animals! After this cruel gratifica- 
tion of our appetites, asin the fortithnefs of ex- 
ceflive featiment it may be denominated ; and be- 
ing refrefhed by fome excellent. water, which we 
fcooped, with the thells out of the cavities where 
ithad been depofited by the late rains ruthing 
down the precipices; my companion climbed, 
with wonderful agility, to the top of a high cliff, 
attraéted by fome cocoa-trees on the aor ng 
which moft invitingly waved their dukky boughs, 
and appeared to be in full bearing. In lefs than 
an hour, he had contrived to roll down upwards 
of thirty excellent cocoa-nuts ; and then, defcend- 

with the fame facility as he had afcended, he 
informed me he could deicry, in the diftance, a 
few ftraggling Negro hats, the neareft of which 
feemed to him within about two leagues. Thither, 
therefore, we agreed to haflen; and leara, if pot 
fible, what neither of us knew, the same of the 
conntry in which we were, aad whether it wag 
probable that we theuld, either by remaining o@ 
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the coat, or penetrating farther inland, have the fmalleft 
chance of ever mecting with any Europeans. Reduced as 
we were in ftrength, by ihe hardfhips we had undergone, 
and melting under « vertical fun, in this torrid climate, it 
is not to be fuppofed that, with all our eagernefs, we could 
make any very rapid progrefs, We were often tempted, 
tao, by an alluring thade, to quit the ready line of march ; 
of fuch fruits aad berries, though unknown, as we per- 
ceived the birds had been picking, we ventured pretty 
frecly to partake ; and fometimes, refting for a few min- 
utes on the grafs, or the ftump of a tree, we varioufly an- 
ticipated, in idea, the reception which we fhould proba- 
bly meet from the natives, 1 bad both heard and :¢ad too 
much refpedting the conduét of wniutored favages, as they 
are generally called, not to be extremely circumfpeé with 
regard to my own conduét, and very obfervant of theirs, 
1 well koew that, with them, as with us, there are alinoft 
as many difpofitions as perfons ; and this reflection, though 
it by no means preferved me from alarm, ferved to fhield 
me from pufillanimous apprehenfions, We carried peace 
in our hearts, as well as jo our features; but, on our 
fhoulders, we bore thofe weapons of defence which we 
both knew well how to ule, and we we@@refolved, fhould 
bard neceflity prefs for their exertion, that we would fell 
as dearly as poflible our lives, and fuccefsfully Mand, or 
fatally fall, together.

cept Mofcow and Catherine.”” The Prince, with a Mag- 
panimity, which refleéts the higheft honor upon his charac- 
ter, inftantly requefted the pardon of his ancient rival 
Prince Repnia, who had been degraded, by Peter, from 
therank of marfhal to that of a comnron foldier. He ob-
